“GAME  ACT” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  section  69  of  the  “  Game 
Act,”  chapter  135  of  the  “Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1948,”  the  following  regulations, 
to  be  known  as  “  Regulations  Controlling  the  Use 
of  Aircraft  and  Certain  Motor-vehicles  in  Hunting 
and  Fishing,”  be  made: — 

Regulations  Controlling  the  Use  of  Aircraft 
and  Certain  Motor-vehicles  in  Hunting 
and  Fishing. 

1.  No  person  shall  hire,  rent,  or  lease  any 
aircraft  for  hunting  or  trapping  purposes,  or  for 
purposes  of  angling,  without  first  having  obtained 
a  permit  therefor  from  the  Game  Commission,  in 
addition  to  the  necessary  licence  for  hunting,  trap¬ 
ping,  or  angling,  as  the  case  may  be. 

2.  The  hunting  of  game  from  an  aircraft  or  any 
four-wheel  drive  motor-vehicle,  or  any  motor- 
vehicle  equipped  with  a  caterpillar  or  track-tread, 
whether  in  motion  or  otherwise,  is  prohibited. 

3.  No  person  shall  carry  any  firearm,  fishing- 
tackle,  or  equipment,  trap,  or  other  device  that  can 
be  used  for  hunting  or  trapping  of  game,  or  angling 
for  trout,  in  or  on  any  aircraft  without  first  having 
obtained  a  permit  therefor  from  the  Game  Com¬ 
mission,  provided  that  this  regulation  shall  not 
apply  to  a  firearm  being  carried  in  an  aircraft  for 
emergency  purposes,  but  such  exception  shall  not 
apply  unless  each  firearm  so  carried  has  been  first 
sealed  with  a  seal,  and  in  a  manner  approved  by, 
and  under  the  supervision  of,  the  Game  Commis¬ 
sion  or  its  authorized  agent. 

4.  No  person  shall  hunt  any  predatory  animal 
from  an  aircraft  without  first  having  obtained  a 
permit  therefor  from  the  Game  Commission. 

5.  No  person  shall  make  a  flight  in  any  aircraft, 
except  an  aircraft  of  a  commercial  air  line  on  a 
regularly  scheduled  flight,  on  any  hunting,  trapping, 
or  fishing  expedition  without  first  reporting  on  a 
form  prescribed  by  the  Game  Commission.  The 
Game  Commission,  upon  receipt  of  said  report, 
may  cause  to  be  issued  a  permit  to  proceed  with 
the  flight.  The  operator  of  such  aircraft,  upon 
return  from  the  flight,  must  surrender  the  permit, 
pay  any  fees  due  on  game  taken,  and  submit  any 
further  report  which  may  be  required  or  requested 
by  the  Game  Commission. 

6.  No  person  shall  use  any  aircraft  in  locating, 
spotting,  sighting,  or  searching  for  game  for  the 
purpose  of  directing  or  assisting  any  other  person 
to  destroy  or  capture  the  game. 

7.  No  person  shall  use  any  aircraft  or  four-wheel 
drive  motor-vehicle,  or  any  motor-vehicle  equipped 
with  a  caterpillar  or  track-tread,  for  the  purpose  of 
distributing  bait  of  any  kind  for  the  subsequent 
capture  or  destruction  of  any  game. 


8.  The  Game  Commission  may  define  any  area 
of  land  in  the  Province,  to  be  termed  “  Wild-life 
Wilderness  Area,”  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
game  and  fish  therein,  and  when  so  defined  no 
person  without  a  permit  from  the  Game  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  land  any  aircraft  therein  for  the  purpose 
of  enabling  himself  or  any  of  the  passengers  in  the 
aircraft  to  hunt  or  fish  in  the  area  so  defined. 

9.  Where  any  person  commits  an  offence  against, 
or  violates  any  provisions  of,  these  regulations 
while  in  an  aircraft  or  four-wheel  drive  motor- 
vehicle,  or  any  motor-vehicle  equipped  with  a 
caterpillar  or  track-tread,  and  the  actual  offender 
has  not  been  ascertained  and  prosecuted  therefor, 
the  person  operating  the  aircraft  or  motor-vehicle 
at  the  time  of  the  offence  shall  be  held  responsible 
for  the  offence  or  violation,  and  may  be  prosecuted 
therefor  as  the  offender;  but  nothing  in  this  regu¬ 
lation  shall  relieve  the  actual  offender  from  liability 
for  the  offence  or  violation. 

10.  Any  person  who,  when  requested  so  to  do 
by  any  Game  Warden  or  constable,  refuses  to 
allow  himself  or  the  aircraft  under  his  charge  to 
be  searched  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against 
these  regulations.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of

Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to 
the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon 
to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (I)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 


(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  pub¬ 
lication  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration 
or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done.

the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
mode!  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same.
